to find at every available shipping point 
in Georgia, an individual, or individu- 
als, who shall make it a business to 
interest the farmers of the adjacent 
territory to produce various crops ard 
to properly grade, pack and assemble 
such products in carload lots. 

Where such an assembling agency Is 
not develeped, the growers themselves 
may form into a co-operative agency, 
selecting one of their number aa the 
agent through which the Georgia 
(“hamber of Commerce, or in the case 
of such products as the Georgia Fruit 
exchange will handle with the Georgia 
Hruit exchange direct, shall do busi- 
ness. As rapidly as these agencies at 
local points are developed, the Weorgia 
I‘rait exchange will enter into con- 
tracts with such agencies, similar to 
the contract now existing between the 
exchange and peach grower,-and will 
thoroughly instruct such agencies in 
the proper grading, packing and load- 
ing of products. The shipper will pay 
to the exchange for its services the 
usual commission charge of 10 per cent 
of the gross selling price, which will 
be the only commission charge the 
shipper will have to pay. 

Will Revolutionize the Business. 

President C. J. Haden, of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, said in regara 
to the decision of the Georgia Fruit 
exchange to market all perishable 
products grown in Georgia: 

“This should revolution4%e the grow- 
ing and marketing of perishable prod- 
ucts In Georgia. That which was ac- 
complished for Georgia peaches can be 
done for all perishable products. All 
that is necessary is that the growers 
get together carload lots of the prod- 
ucts. The exchange will do the rest.

WOMAN 15 KILLED: 
TWO YOUTHS HELD 


Testimony of Slain Wom- 
an’s Child Results in Com- 
mitment of Two Young 
Men to Franklin Jail.

Powdon, Ga., February 24.—(Special.) 
Charged with Killing Mrs. Fronie Chap- 
man-Rooks at her home about ten miles 
south of here Sunday night, Otis Har- 
per and Monroe Rollins have been com- 
mitted to the Heard county jall, at 
Franklin, on warrants issued by W. B. 
Atkinson, J. P., acting for Cornoner 
Jackson, who was ubable to attend on 
account of sickness. ; 

According to testithony given at the 
inquest, which began Monday and con- 
tinued until late Tuesday afternoon, 
Otis Harper and Monroe Rollins, two 
young men of a nearby community, 
while intoxicated, went to the home of 
the deceased, who lived alone with 
her small children, early Sunday night, 
and, according to the testimony of her 
small boy, raised some disturbance. 
Two hours later Alrmha Hardy and Jack 
Motes were passing and heard some- 
one in the house crying and moan- 
ing, and, making an investigation, 
found the woman tin a dying condition. 
She died a short time later without 
making any ‘statement. Her brother 
was notified and when her body was 
being dressed it was found that she 
was badly bruised on her head and 
back. The coroner was notified, and, 
being unable to attend the trial, ap- 
pointed Justice Atkinson to act for 
him, who summoned a jury and began 
the investigation. 

The testimony of the attending phy- 
Sicilian was that Mrs. Rooks came to 
her death by blows on the head and 
back. The little 8-year-old son of the 
deceased indentified the parties held 
as the men who came there Sunday 
night, and told some unprintable 
things that were threatened, but as to 
what did happen the boy did not know.

Over 60 Witnesses Heard. 
The State Failed to Estab- 
lish Case Against G. W. 
Chance—Two Others Not 
Tried.

February 24 
cial.)—Warrants against all six of the 
men who had been arrested charged 
with the murder of Banker A. D. Oliver 
Wednesday night, February 1%, were 
dismissed at the commitment trial held 
here today. 

Following the exoneration of Roy 
Black, J. C. Webb and Roy Jones at the 
morning session, Solicitor General Wil- 
liams late this afternoon moved that 
warrants against Claude Chance and 
Minter Kennedy be dismissed, after the 
state had falled to establish a case 
against G. W. Chance, and Judge W. M. 
Harper had dismissed the case against 
him, 

Witnesses testified that Chance, his 
son and Kennedy were seen in Smith- 
ville as late as 8:15 o’clock on the night 
of the murder. Sheriff Moreland tes- 
tified that it would take fully a half 
hour to run from Smithville to Lees- 
burg, a little more than six miles on 
the Central of Georgia railroad (air 
line). The murder occurred at 8:30, 
it had been stated. These men were also 
seen at 9 o’clock at Smithville. 

The so-called “murder car’ could not 
be identified; nekher could the shotgun 
found after the tragedy be identi- 
fied as the property of Minter Ken- 
nedy. 

Next Move Uacertain. 

Whether the Lee county grand jury 
will be asked to continue the investi- 
gation could not be ascertained tonight. 
Solicitor Williams said that he did not 
know what the next move would be. 

The judge presiding at the hearing 
had granted the request of the defend- 
ants to hear each case separately. 

The case of G. W. Chance was the 
first one taken up. As soon as he 
was discharged the prosecutor asked 
that the remaining two cases be dis- 
missed. 

There was a scene of confusion in 
the courtroom when the request was 
granted. Mrs. G. W. Chance siwooned. 
Other women became hysterical, while 
men clapped their hands in applause. 


Sumter Men Welcomed Home. 

Americus, Ga., February 24.— (Spe- 
cial.) —Accompanied by scores of 
friends who went from Americus this 
morning to attend their commitment 
trial at Leesburg in connection with 
the Oliver tragedy, Roy Black, J. C. 
Webb and Roy Jones returned here this 
afternoon greatly pleased at their com- 
exoneration of any connection 
with the homicide. 

The voung men feel considerably 
aggrieved at having been compelled to 
remain in Leesburg jail a week when 
all were abundantly prepared to estab- 
lish alib:s on the night of the murder.
